SUBJECT: I - VISIT TO CANADA 

(THIS IS THE FIRST OF A SERIES OF THREE TELEGRAMS TO 
SECRETARY KISSINGER EROM AMBASSADOR SCHMIDT) 

1 . IN MEETING WITH SECRETARY OE STATE EOR EXTERNAL 
AEFAIRS MITCHELL SHARP ON DECEMBER 21, 1 ASKED HIM 
HIS IMPRESSION OF THE RECENT NATO MINISTERIAL. CON- 
TRARY TO MANY OTHER EXPRESSIONS OE DISCOURAGEMENT, 
SHARP WAS OPTIMISTIC AND ENCOURAGED ABOUT THIS MEETING. 
HE SAID THE SUCCESSIVE MEETINGS OE THE EUROGROUP TO 
DRAET THE EC DECLARATION ENABLED INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS 
TO WORK OEF TENSIONS AGAINST THEMSELVES AND THE UNITED 
STATES AND TO APPRECIATE MORE FULLY THE IMPORTANCE OF 
INTERDEPENDENCE IN MILITARY AND ECONOMIC AEEAIRS. IN 
SPITE OE CRITICISM REGARDING CONSULTATION AND UNHAPPINESS 
IN VARIOUS DIRECTIONS, AT NO POINT IN EORMAL STATEMENTS 
OR IN INEORMAL DISCUSSIONS WAS THERE THE SLIGHTEST 

HINT OE ANY COUNTRY DESIRING TO WITHDRAW FROM NATO. 

HE THOUGHT THE MEETING WOULD BE THE STARTING POINT FOR 
GREATER HARMONY AND COOPERATION WITHIN NATO. 

2. IN ANSWER TO MY QUESTION AS TO WHETHER HE WOULD 
PREEER OTTAWA OR WASHINGTON EOR THE LOCUS OE YOUR 
NEXT MEETING, HE SAID HE WOULD NATURALLY PREEER OTTAWA. 
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POSSIBLE, PARTICULARLY SINCE OFFICIAL CANADA IS FEELING 
LEFT OUT OF THINGS WITH ALL THE FUSS ABOUT THE EC-US 
DECLARATION, THE NATO DECLARATION, PARTNERSHIP BETWEEN 
EUROPE AND THE U.S., ETC. 

3. 1 HAVE NO HESITANCY IN REMINDING THAT U.S. TRADE 

WITH CANADA AT AN ANNUAL LEVEL OF $32 BILLION IS GREATER 
THAN OUR TRADE WITH THE ENTIRE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY AND 
ALMOST AS GREAT AS WITH AFRICA AND ASIA COMBINED, AND 
ASIA INCLUDES JAPAN. OUR CANADIAN INVESTMENT AT 
$40 BILLION IS GREATER THAN IN ANY OTHER COUNTRY IN THE 
WORLD. IN THE ENERGY CRISIS, CANADA CONTINUES TO SEND 
US ABOUT 1,000,000 BARRELS OF OIL EACH DAY, ONE-SIXTH OF 
TOTAL U.S. PETROLEUM IMPORTS. 

4. IF YOU GO TO LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES BEFORE COMING 
TO CANADA, IT WILL BE NOTED HERE, BUT WITHOUT ACRIMONY, 
BECAUSE CANADIANS ARE NOW ACCUSTOMED TO "NEIGHBORS BEING 
TAKEN FOR GRANTED," BEING LAST ON THE LIST FOR ASTRONAUT 
VISITS, ETC., BUT IT WILL ADD TO THE EXAMPLES OF THE 
UNITED STATES EARNESTLY CATERING TO ITS LIABILITIES IN 
THE WORLD BUT NEGLECTING ITS ASSETS. 

5. 1 WOULD URGE YOU TO MAKE A ONE-DAY VISIT TO CANADA 
BEFORE LATIN AMERICA FOR PSYCHOLOGICAL REASONS, FLYING 
UP IN THE EARLY MORNING, CONVERSATIONS BEFORE AND AFTER 
LUNCH AND FLYING BACK IN THE AFTERNOON. I BELIEVE THE 
LONG-RANGE DIVIDENDS WILL BE WORTH THE TIME AND EFFORT.
